VISITING CARDS IN CHINA 



Baok In Daya of Teng Dynasty They 
Wara in Oommen Uea In Celea* 
tial KmpIra, 

It seems to be a fact that visiting 
cards are of Chineae origin. 8o 
long ago as the period of tiio Tong 
dynasty (618 — 907), they were in 
common nae la China, and that is 
alio tte date of the introdaetiaa of 
^the red "silken cords** whidi fignre 
ao conspicnooaly on the engagement 
earda of that coontiy. From very 
andent timea to the piasent day, thu 
Chineae have observed tte strict4.>st 
ancBKmy with regard to the paying 
of viaiti. Hie curds which they 
use for this purpose are very large, 
and usually of a bright red color. 
When a Chinaman desires to marry, 
his parents intimate the fact to a 
professional "matclv maker," who 
therenpon runs through the list of 
her visiting acquaintances and se- 
lects one whom she oonsidcra a fit- 
ting bride for her yotmg man, and 
then calls upon the young woman '9 
parents armed with bridegroom's 
card, on which is inscribed his an- 
cestral name and the eight symbols 
which denote the day of his birth. 
If the answer is an acceptance of 
his Buif^ the bride's card is sent In 
return, and should the oracles proph- 
esy good concerning the anion, the 
particulars of the engagement are 
written on two large cards, tied to* 
gather with red cord.

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WEALTH OF THE NATIONS 



United States Does Not Mslts Tr»- 

mendoualy Good Showing In 
World's Financial Column. 

For all its yauntad wesltb the Unit- 
ed States, in so far aa per capita ratio 
goes, doaa not-iaaka such a tremen- 
dously good showing in the world's 
financial column. The wealth la tha 
jnlted States in 1910 was estimated 
at 1125,000,000,000. by far the greatest 
amount credited in bulk to any one 
country. Yet the per capita wealth 
was only |1.SS9. Great BriUin la 1»0» 
was WMlh $89,715,000,000, aad parson, 
aeoordlnf to tbs eaaana, thua getting 
I1.S7S. Ftaaoa. with 183,000,000,000 in 
lOm bad a par eaplU waaltk of 
12.070: Oarmany had |68,50tf.0«8,M0, 
with a per capita of $1,000. Bnssla's 
total wealth was $60,000,000,000, but 
Its enormous population dragged the 
per capita down to $400, while Swlt- 
Eerland, with a total wealth of only 
13,030,000,000, has a par capita rating 
of |8«6. Tha par capita diTlaloa la 
Swadan amoiutta to |40S out of a total 
of $3,197,000,000. SwlUerlaad. In the 
laat few years, made a 20 per cent, 
gain In national wealth. The average 
per capita wealth In the 25 cantons 
ranges from $1,885 In Geneva to $279 
In Tessloc Switzerland thus stands 
very high. The population in 1821 
was 1,885,229, so that In 90 years' 
time It has not doubled. Fraaee, It 
will be noted, stands at the head of 
the nations with a i)er capita wealth 
of $2,070. That the TTnlted States, 
with Its enormous total, does not rank 
hipher Is because of the rapidly In- 
irfiLsIng population. France, on the 
contrary, has reported a dlmlnisbiug 
or at the moat a very slowly Increas- 
iBg population, BO' that the moaey ad- 
rance haa beeomo greater than the 
birth rate-
